Gentlemen:

The Texas Power & Light Company herewith proposes to reconstruct and
complete the Austin dam and hydro electric generating station, to extend its
electric transmission system to the City of Austin, to connect said hydro
electric generating station and the steam electric generating station , now
owned and operated by the Oity of Austin, with its interconnected transmission
system, and to supply said city, for its said electric transmission system, such
electric power and energy as said City may require in the operation of its
waterworks system, street lighting system and electric distribution system, not
to exceed 50,000 K. W. all in accordance with the terms and provisions of an
Ordinance herewith transmitted, upon the condition that said proposal be
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aooepted and said Ordinance be enacted by the City Council and approved by a
majority of the duly qualified voters of the City of Austin voting at an election
to be called and held In accordance with the provisions of Section XXIX of said
Ordinance*

The Texas Power & Light Company, nevertheless, expressly reserves the right
to withdraw said proposal for any reason it may see fit, at any time prior to the
day and date such election is held, but agrees that if the same IB not withdrawn
and if said election is held and said Ordinance is approved by a majority of the
duly qualified voters voting at suoh election, said Company shall become bound and
obligated by said proposal and the several terms and provisions of said Ordinance.
